Coroner Hoffman and _ Assistant

night that sensational developments 
could be expected today at the inquest 
in Evanston into the death of Howard 
B. Rhodes, wealthy south side dry 
goods merchant, who was mysterious- 
ly slain on “ Lovers’ lane” early last 
Monday morning. 

These developments, it was asserted, 
will throw much light upon the man- 
ner in which Rhodes came to his 
death. They may, indeed, even estab- 
lish a plausible solution of the crime, 
which has so far baffied the efforts of 
more than a score of investigators.

OUT UNDER FIRE 
AS TREASURER OF

Boston, Mass., Sept. 3.—Fred J. Bur- 
rell tonight announced his resignation 
as state treasurer, and in a statement 
asked his “friends and well wishers” 
not to vote for his renomination in the 


state primaries next Tuesday. 

His action followed the first public 
hearing today by a legislative com- 
mittee appointed by Gov. Coolidge to 
investigate Burrell’s conduct in office. 

Several weeks ago it became known 
that Burrell had solicited advertising | 
for an agency which he conducted 
from banks in which state money was! 
deposited, and with the crash of the 
financial dealings of Charles Ponzi and 
the consequent closing of the Hanover 
Trust company it was learned that the 
state had $125,000 on deposit in this 
bank.

COURT UPHOLDS 


RIGHT TO ‘FIRE’ 
UNION RAIL MEN 


Washington, D. C., Sept, 3.—I[Spe- 
cial.}—The right to unionize does not 
supersede an employer’s right to dic- 
tate terms of employment, nor to dis 
charge employés who join a labor 
union or continue membership therein 
against his wishes, according to a de- 
cision today by Justice Siddons of the 
District Supreme court. | 

This ruling was made in denying an 
injunction to the Brothertiood of Refl- 
road Trainmen against the Washing- 
ton and Old Dominion railway. 

“The right to labor is a personal 
right,” the court said, “which inheres 
in the individual, and as a corollary 
to that the right not to work must 
equally be recognized.” 

The decision adds: 

“Its duty is to gtve effect to the 
authoritative opinions and decisions of 
the Supreme tribunal (United States 
Supreme court), which give the com- 
pany the right to dismiss its em- 
ploysés if they join a labor union.”

When asked by Mr. Irv- 
ing to explain the difference between 
the somber [sic] character of his 
work and his apparent light hearted- 
ness, he said that “writers of sad 
things are usually gay in real life, 
while professional humorists are fre- 
quently unhappy.” Not so much of 
an explanation as it is the statement 
of a fact thoroughly explicable to 
those who know both types. Mr. Irv- 
ing, whose talent as an actor and 
whose published studies in criminol-
